THE FiKEBT AHU 
BEST 


BinrPAiiO. March 18.-—The Richm- 
ond hotel and St. James hall were 
burned early this morning. 
Loss fully 
a half million dollars. 


A number of lives are reported lost 
and many injured. 


The building is situated at the comer 
of Main and Eagle streets extending 
through to Washington street 


The fire was discovered this morning 
at 3:30 in Richmond hotel. 
The house 
contained a large number of guests and 
their heartrending shrieks could be 
plainly heard. 


FBIOHTFUIi SOSMSS. 


Ladders were raised as soon as possi- 
ble, and as many as could were taken 
out. A large number were unable to 
effect their escape. At foux o'clock the 
entire Richmond and St. James hall and 
other property in the block were doomed 
to destruction. At many windows guests 
could be seen in their night clothes call- 
ing for help. 


At one of the third floor windows two 
guests were seen by the OTowd to fall 
back into the flames. One man jumped 
from the fifth floor to the roof of a two 
story wooden building adjoining. He 
was seriously injured. 


THE GUSSTB ABB BUBKKD. 


Hon. M. W. Barse, of Oleon, N. Y., 
was terribly burned about the hands 
and wrists. A number of insurance men 
were in the building and several were 
badly injured. 


Among them were W. J. McKay, of 
Niagara Falls; C W. Dubois, of Syra- 
cuse, and W. S. Dewey, of Rochester, 
who escaped with bad bums. 


Clinton Bidwell, of Pittsburg, was 
badly burned. 
At the hospitals are: 
Charles Davis, of New York, hands 
and feet badly bumed. 


H. B. Smith, of the North British In- 
surance company, of New York, hands 
and feet bumed. 


Edward Whelan, of New York, hands 
in a terrible condition. 


The Fitch hospital contains about 
eight men and one woman, all in a pret- 
ty bad condition, and more or iess seri- 
ously injured. 


At the Fitch hospital, Frederick E. 
Moore, of Cleveland, Ohio, is severely in- 
ured about face, hands and feet. 
125 PEOPLS IK THS HOTSXi. 
All are from out of town except the 
woman. Two bf the injured are at the 
City hospital and four of the injured are 
at the General hospital. There were 125 
persons in the hotels, seventy of whom

Twenty-two of these were rescued from 
the windows by firemen. Twenty-two 
are at hospitals and a large number made 
their escape by other means.

ladies and most of the applicants were 
strangers from various parts of northern 
Indiana. 
The applicants are given 
blanks, duly numbered and in the pres- 
ence of the commission must answer the 
questions and decipher the problems on 
the papers before them.

Imdiakatolis, March 18.—Governor 
Gray and the state officers yesterday 
morning authorized a loan of $880.000 
to be made to pay the interest on the 
state indebteness for the current year, 
and by doing this, the general fund of 
the treasury will be relieved to this ex- 
tent, asinterest is paid out of it. Under 
the existing laws the state officen are 
empowered to borrow money only for 
p a ^ g interest, unless 
they receive 
authority otherwise by special enact 
ment of the legislature. Negotiations 
for the new loan have been made with 
Coffin & Stanton, the New York brokers, 
through Mr. S. P. Sheerin, theirlndiana 
agent, and they were concluded this 
morning. 
Bonds are to be issued for 
$380.000, payable in five years, but rA- 
deemable in two years, Ínteres to be paid 
semi-annually at the rate of 8 8-10 per 
cent., a lower rate than this or any other 
state has before been able to make for a 
short-time loan. It was given to this 
firm because of this and the additional 
fact that they have already loaned the 
state $600.000 at advantageous term, and 
their former transactions have been in 
accordance 
with 
approved 
business 
methods. Besides this, the interest for 
which the loan is made goes to them. 
Another such loan will probably be 
necessary for next year unless there 
should be a special session of the legis- 
lature in the meantime. The relief thus 
afforded to tiie general fund will enable 
the state to pay a great many demands 
which otherwise could not be settled. 
Of the total amount of interest due this 
year, $130.000 is due within the next 
twenty days.

At 8 o'clock laat night' , Oathplio Li- 
brary hall waa comfortably filled, and 
when Bt Kev. Biahop Dwenger, ac- 
companied by Yioar General Brammer, 
Bev. Fathers Oechtering and Bomer, 
stepped on the roatmm a sea of pleasant 
faces met his smiles. 


The stage was i^propriately decorat- 
ed. Bare tropical plants made the scene 
charming, while the rich green flag of 
the Irish society hung gracefully, and 
with the American colors opposite its 
folds made the picture complete and pa- 
triotic. 


The distinguished prelate was warmly 
received and said he was first led to in- 
vestigate the "Gromwellian Settlement 
of Ireland" while a guest of Archbishop 
L'ahey, in Ireland. 
The prince of the 
church, then with remukable tact and 
diplomacy, proceeded to trace the most 
notable events preceding the period he 
was to explain. 
He wiped out the pre- 
judice of foreign writers and gave the 
events with such historical data and can- 
dor as tc establish for the Irish such a 
chivalric chain, devotion to the Catholic 
faith and their native land as to win ap- 
plause and the sympathy of his hearers 
for the people of that land. 


Getting down to his subject proper he 
said: "Jn October, 1641, the Irish war, 
or as they called it, the Irish rebellion, 
commenced. 
Hume and many histori- 
ans state that it commenced with a ter 
rible massacre of English, some placing 
the number killed as high as 300,000. 
This is one of the historic lies that has 
crept into and remained,in the books. 
In 1633 there were only 18,092 in Ulsta: 
capable of bearing arms, so how could 
one, two or three hundred thousand 
have been killed when they were not 
there? Again, official public docnmrats 
of the time, speaking of the occurance, 
refer only to the expulsion of the En- 
glish, and the word *murder' does not 
,occur, and it was not till 1842 thai an in- 
vestigation was ordered in regard to the 
persons said to have been killed. 
The 
estimates were out down, until the num- 
ber was placed at 160. 
At the same 
time the Irish court justices and council 
became furious, and gave orders that wilj 
horrify the reader even at this distant day. 
I will not trust to memory, but have 
here the very words of the order, taken 
from official papers. 
The order given 
to the army was: 


'To w«und, kill, alay and destroy all 
the rebels and their adherents and re- 
lievers; and to bum, apoil^ waste, con- 
sume, destroy and demolish all the 
places, towns and houses where the reb- 
els were or have been relieved or har- 
bored, and all com and hay, and to kill 
and destroy all the men thereinhabiting 
and able to kill' 


"Men, women and children 
were 
killed in cold blood in obedience to this 
order. Infants at their mothers' breasts 
were slaughtered. 
Sir Charles Coots' 
order to the army was to destroy all, 
without exception, even the smallest in- 
fant, because the order read, "nits will 
become lice." It was then, in 1643 and 
'44. when Charles was having a struggle 
with parliament »id the revolution in En- 
gland and Scotland was going on and he 
wished to make peace with the Catho- 
lics of Ireland, in order to oppose par- 
liament, that the first reports of this 
pretended massacre were spread in the 
interest of a parliament. 
Parliament 
demanded that the army be sent to 
crush Ireland, 
It was then, what 
Charles was at last beheaded, 
that 
Cromwell came over with 22,000 men to 
conduct the Irish war, which now went 
on mere bitterly, charaaterized by scenes 
and sufTerings more terrible than ever. 
After the principal cities had been 
taken, CromweU went back to assume 
the protectorship and hasten to the war 
in Scotland. 
At last, after two years, 
Galway surrendered and only a few 
^aces continued to hold out. 
Forty 
thousand of the so-called rebels took 
service in foreign countries, in the 
armies of Spain, France, the Nether- 
lands and Poland. 
In 1652 and '53 the 
country was ravaged by famine. Trav- 
elers went twenty and thirty miles with- 
out seeing a living person. 
One officer 
was an eye witness of a acene in a cabin 
where the starving people were feed- 
ing upon a corpse. 
People died by the 
wayside, and others were eaten by 
wolves, which ventured within six miles 
of Dublin. 
Then came the ord<)r of 
parliament, dated August 12th, 1652. 
which was the dooft of the land. 
The 
leaders of the rebellion were declar^ 
incapable of pardon, guilty of death, 
and their estates forfeited. 
Those who 
had borne arms in any way in. aid of the 
rebellion, and even those who had not 
taken up arms against it,' were subject- 
ed to various degrees of oonfiscation. 
The Irish nation waa banished in the 
depth of winter to Oalway, a seefcioii ao 


barren that ita was aaid not to contain 
wood enough to hang a man, water 
enough to drown him, or land enough to 
buzy him. The attachment to their old 
hpmra 
so strong^ with many who re- 
foaed to,*'transplant,'V thrt^ sentence of 
déath was finally ordered against some 
wlu> r^iued to go, while others ware 
sold jnto slavery. 
Then was com- 
pleted 
the 
work 
of 
confisca- 
tion. 
The 
country 
was 
parceled 
out among the soldiers. 'Many who had 
served for long years with little or no 
pay were glad to sell their daims to the 
officers and adventurers. 
The land, 
through war and peatflenoe, had become 
so poor that few soldiers desired to set- 
tle, and the officera tried to get the Irish 
people as their tenants. 
Four-fifths of 
the country was now taken, and the re- 
maining one-fifth had to take all that 
was left. 


"The title to every acre of land in Ire» 
land is held from that Crómwellian set 
tlemént. 
Can we wonder that the land 
question in Ireland is peculiar? Can we 
Wonder wüen men of the royal bloods, 
at their homes and the homes of their 
forefathers before even the Saxon was 
known in England—can we wonder 
when they claim certain rights? Can we 
wonder when t h ^ say men ought to be 
satisfied with "possible rents?" 
Can 
we 
wonder 
when 
they 
claim 
right that to an American is often unin- 
telligible? 
The title for every foot of 
land iu Ireland comes by that settle- 
ment. I answer, no mortal man can de- 
fend it. 
It was a sad era. 
It was the 
beginning of a great national wrong. 
To what it will lead and how it will be 
righted seems hard to foresee. 
But we 
hope that prudent counsels will prevail. 
No new wrong or crime can help the in- 
habitant» of Ireland back to their old 
homestead, to their old homes. 
It is 
hard to see the broken altars and even 
the ruined grav^ards, aa I have seen 
them. 
It is sad to think over these 
things, hut I believe we are at the dawn 
of a better day for Ireland, which I hope 
may soon come." [Great applause.]

Gray and the state officers yesterday 
morning authorized a loan of $330.000 
to bo made to pay the interest on the 
state indebteneas for the current year, 
and by doing this, the general fund of 
Ihe treasury will be relieved to this ex- 
tent, aainterest is paid out of it. Under 
the existing lawa the state officer* are 
empowered to borrow money only for 
»yiug interest, unless 
they receive 


authority otherwise by npecial enact- 
ment of the legislature. Negotiation! 
for the new loan have been made with 
)offin & Btonton, tbs New Yolk broken, 
through Mr. 8. P. Sheerin, theirlndiana 
agent, and .they were concluded this 
morning. 
Bonds are to be issued for 


$380.000, payable In five y«a», but re- 
deemable in two years, intereato be paid 
emi-annually at the rate of 3 3-10 per 
cent., a lower rate than thai or any other 
tate hoe before been able to make for a 
hort:time loan. It waa given to this 
firm because of this aud the additional 
act that they have already loaned the 
tote S600.000 at advantageous term, and 
their former transactions have been in 
accordance with approved business 
methods. Besides this, the interest for 
whioli the loan is made goes to thorn. 
Another such loan will probably be 
necessary for next year unless there 
should be a special aeasion of the legis- 
ature in the meantime. The relief thus 
afforded to tiie general fond will enable 
the state to pay a great many demands 
which otherwise could not be settled. 
Of the total amonnt of interest due this 
year, $130.000 Is due within the next 
twenty days.
